ft» think of her, from any vuther Parts of 
her Maj*fties Condi, 

Had not ber Mj:/ty known, who the Ger.- 
tleman was, that brought this Addreſs— 
Even the ſame Man that the Houſe of Com- 
mores ſent to the Tower, for affconting her 
ConduQt, reproaching her Councellors, aud 
abuſing her Goodneſs. 

Had not bir Majeſty known, who the 
Gentlemea were, this Addreſs came from ; 
even the ſame that went out to meet and 
congratulate Mr, C 710 his Return 
from the Tower, when he ſuffer'd a Cen- 
ſure highly due for a Crime he boaſted in, 
and never had repentcd of. 

Had the QUEEN been un-inform'd of 
the Condutt of Mr. C r, and his 
Friends at Herrford, how his Behaviouc 
has been cry'd up there, how her Ma-
